Proposal For Public Transportation 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The creation of a State 
Department of Public Transportation was proposed here 
today as essential 1975 legislative action The recommen 
dation came at a meeting of the Indiana Conference on 
Mass Transit, representing 33 Indiana municipalities A 
steering committee proposed that the bill creating the 
state department also include adequate financing. A 
lottery was one of 13 suggested possibilities.

Agreement Reached To End Strike 


LA PORTE, Ind (UPI) — Tentative agreement was 
reached Friday on a new contract which would end a 
14-week strike against the Whirlpool Corp. plant here. 
The agreement is subject to ratification by members of 
the United Auto Workers Union. About 260 production 
workers have been on strike since April 19 
Details of the proposal were not announced publicly.

suspects’ vehicle were taken out

Police car, then later trans­ 
ferred to the Sheriff’s car and 
taken to the county jail 
Money said to have been 
taken at the North End grocery 
was reportedly found in the 
stolen car, together with the 
weapon used in the holdup That 
weapon turned out to be a 22 
caliber blank firing hand gun 
In her description of what 
occurred. Mrs Magee said a 
man (Pignone) came into the 
store and asked if beer was sold 
there, and when he was told that 
it was not, he asked for a variety 
of other items 
Mrs. Magee said that during 
this time, the man appeared to 
be nervous, and moved about 
the store constantly She said 
she could see what appeared to 
be a gun in his hip pocket.
